William Heffner, 95, a pioneer 


in the grain business in Pickaway 
county, died at 7 p. m. Friday at 
his home, 158 E. Mound street.

Mr. Heffner, a native of Fair- 


field county, had been in failing 
health in recent weeks, but had 
retained all of his faculties. Un- 
til the hour of his death he ex- 
pressed an interest in the news of 
the day, conferring with members 
of his family about affairs in the 
nation's capital and discussing the 
trend of the markets. Until re- 
cently he had been able to do his 
own reading. 


Grain Dealer 75 Years 


He was in the grain business in 


Circlevilie and Pickaway county 
for 75 years. At the time of his 
death he was president at the 
Heffner Grain Co., although he 
was not actively engaged in. the 
operation of the*ftusine3B:iV jK~'*be-, 
came interested In grain and mill- 
ing with his brother, the late Har- 
vey R. Heffner, later being as- 
sociated with his sons, the late 
Harvey S. Heffner, and W. Frank 
Heffner, and his grandson, Harry 
W. Heffner. He was a charter 
member of the Ohio Grain Mill 
and Feed Dealers' association, the 
oldest organization of grain men 
in the United States. 


One of the activities of his life 


of which he was most proud was 
his service as a vestryman of Trin- 
ity Lutheran church 
for 
more 


than 74 years. He was elected to 
the vestry while still a resident 
of the East Ringgold community 
before he was 21 years of age. 
He maintained the position until 
his death. 


Mr. Heffner was active in civic 


affairs of Circlevilie during his en- 
tire life. He aided in establishment 
of several businesses and was in- 
strumental in obtaining the Ameri- 
can Strawboard works, now the 
Container Corporation of America, 
for Circlevilie. 


Lifelong Democrat 


Mr. Heffner was a lifelong Dem- 


ocrat, but never sought political 
office. He was a bitter opponent 
of President Roosevelt's court re- 
form measure. 


Mr. Heffner was born Jan. 1, 


1842, ,a son of Henry and Eliza- 
beth Riegel Heffner. He married 
Elizabeth Barr, Oct. 6, 1864. His 
wife died Feb. 19, 1892. He is sur- 
vived by a son, W. Frank, two 
other children, Mary Elizabeth and 
Harvey S., preceding their father 
in death. There are two grand- 
children, Mias Mary E. Heffner, 
and a grandson, William Bennett 
Heffner. 


The funeral will be Monday at 


4 p. m. at the late residence with 
Dr. G. J. Troutman of Trinity 
Lutheran church officiating. Bur- 
rial will be in Forest cemetery 
by L. M. Mader.

ture at death. By 4:30 a.m. to- 
day it had fallen to 99.6 '(rectal). 
The normal mouth temperature is 
98.6 
and the normal rectal tem- 


perature is always a few frac- 
tions higher. Every two hours she 
received from an eye dropper two 
drams of mother's milk which she 
drank with apparent relish. She 
still was beneath an oxygen tent 
made ot X.-ray film .as her respira- 
tion remained somewhat uncer- 
tain. ;. 


Dr. John Corbit, the 28 year old 


resident obstetrician who perform- 
ed the caesarian and was as proud 
of Fanny aa he might be of his 
own child, kept close tab on the 
fruit of his science and skill and 
believed she had an 
excellent 


chance 
to live. 
If she lives 


through today; he believed, her 
survival will be assured. 


Fanny weighed a little under 


four pounds at birth. She was not 
premature as labor had already 
started when her mother died. But 
Mrs. Boccawsini, for years a tub- 
ercular, was in the poorest health 
and her body had not been able to 
provide the minerals to' make of 
Fanny a husky, normal baby.

ASHINGTON — The widely heralded 
transatlantic air service, scheduled to 


open this fall between the United States 
and England, may not get under way at 
all. 
Reason is a hot undercover row be-
